SWATOW SUGAR INDUSTRY. |} 


INTERESTING HISTORICAL 
. SKETCH. ”! ; 
An interesting historical sketch of the 
sugoy industry of Swatow is givenrin'a 
recent report by the American Conaul, Mr, 
E. C;, Honson, of that port, in the course
